unpatentable over Caldwell. Caldwell does not show top and bottom 
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covers on his grid, but it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
provide same in order to protect the delicate partitions from 
damage. It would further have been obvious to vaccuate the 
Caldwell cells in order to minimize x-ray absorption.
